“It is a matter of mere record
that Buick engineers were the first
to recognize the superiority of the
valve - in - head engine,” explaing
Richard Flaherty, Torrance Buick
dealer, *“and Buick has concen-
trated on the valve-in-head since
1904.

Tha driving' test, which is rou-

At present seven Chevrolet cars
are piling up a total of 75,000 miles
monthly. The tireless whirl pro-
vides unusual driving 'strains in the
quest of Chevrolet engineers for
further opportunities to improve
the sturdy cHassis under conditions
to which the cars ordinarily would
not be subjected by the average
owner. All models are included in

Two shifts of drivers maintain a
pace of between 35 and 40 miles
per hour, stopping only for gaso-
line, oi], and inspection. The day
shift drives from 7:30 a.m. until
5:30 p.m., with a half hour for
lunch, while the night shift drives
from 7 p.m. until 5:30 a.m., with
a midnight lunch period.

The *“speed loop” includes three
miles of gravel track, banked high
at the turns, and one mile of level
concrete straight-away. There are
no speed restrictions, One portion
of the road leading from-the “speed
loop” to the inspection shbp has a
grade of 11.6 per cent. 2

Each noon and night the cars are
inspected and filled with gasoline
and oil. At every 1000-mile mark
the machines are given a thorough
inspection, the results of which are
listed in a report form.
